Once upon a time there was a fight 
in congress for a merchant marine. 
Senator James E. Watson, then

congressman, was a leader of the 
element who favored a merchant ma 
line and so ardently did he espouse 
the principle that his enemies called 
him “Subsidy Jim.” 
But in how much better condition 
we as a nation would have been to 
wage a war on the high seas, had we 
heeded the advice of Senator W at­ 
son and his following! 
That was a 
decade ago hut the merchant marine 
senators and congressmen foresaw 
just what is this day happening. Our 
rights are trampled under foot on the 
seas and we have been unable to up­ 
hold them beause the whole world 
knew that we were and still are la­ 
mentably weak on naval strength. 
With a good merchant marine, the 
United States would not only have 
been many misguided statesmen go- 
laul our own exports and imports, 
lut we would have many vessels at 
our command just now which could 
>e converted into war ships and used 
to defend our rights. 
A big navy lias ever been the need 
of the United States with its thous- 
inds upon thousands of miles 
of 
r*oast line to defend, yet there have 
been many misguided staetsmen go­ 
ing to congress who have been sung 
to sleep by the false songs of the pa­ 
cifists. 
Our own former congress­ 
man, Finly Gray, was known as a 
little navy” man and fought with all 
his power to keep down battleship 
building to the minimum and he and 
his colleagues were fairly

IN BRAZIL PORTS 


In Case of War With United States 
These Might Turn Commerce 
Raiders.

man merchantmen interned in this

Brazilian 
ports 
today 
which, rumor has it, would become 
raiders of American 
shipping 
in 
ease of war between

States and Germany. 


These ships 
total 
about 110,000 
tons and are valued 
at 
$4,000,000. 
Half of them are in this port and 
the other scattered 
about 
other 
Brazilian ports. 


With two exceptions all these shi 
are at liberty to put to sea at any 
time. Ever since Brazil’s protest to 
Germany over the submarine block­ 
ade, attention has been focused on 
the 
German 
ships 
bv 
persistent 
stories that several of the interned 
steamers were waiting a favorable 
moment to make their escape. 


Anchored in an open part of the 
bay, well under the surveillance of 
the harbor’s forts and the Brazilian 
fleet, these fourteen ships form a 
listless and desolate group.

cruiser “ Kronprinz Wilhelm,” which 
interned later in a North American 
port. 
For this adventure the “ Eden­ 
berg 
was ordered under guard by 
the Brazilian government.

On the closing dnv of the session 
the recent legislature passed a bill

Beardsley 
that means there will he a complete 
new registration of all voters prior 
to the special election for delegate* 
to 
the 
constitutional 
convention 
which will be held on .Sept. 13, next. 
Had not Senator 
Beardsley’s 
bill 
become a law the new 
registration 
machinery 
provided 
by the 
1917 
General 
Assembly would not 
have 
been put into 
operation until next 
year. 
Under 
the 
provisions 
of 
the 
Beardsley 
law the registration 
of 
voters for the 
constitutional con­ 
vention election must be finished by 
August 13 and as the 
registration 
period must cover at least 60 days, 
this means that the 
new registra­ 
tion machinery in the various coun­ 
ties of the state must he «organized 
and ready 
to receive 
registration 
blanks bv June 13. 
Under the provisions 
of the new 
registration law boards of registra­ 
tion commissioners must 
be created 
in each.county in the state and this 
hoard must sit in continuous session 
during the full registration period, 
•Sundays and legal holidays except­ 
ed, in a room in the 
county court 
house. 
This board consists 
of the 
clerk of the circuit 
court and 
two 
others, named 
by the chairman of 
the preceding general election. This 
hoard is authorized to employ 
two 
clerks named by the chairmen of the 
two leading parties whose pay shall 
he $5 a day, and such other clerical 
assistance as may be necessary 
to 
complete 
the 
registration 
of 
the 
voters. 
Under the new 
registration law 
registrations may 
be 
filed 
in. any 
one of four different ways—in per­ 
son, by messenger, by mail or by de­ 
positing the 
registration 
blanks, 
properly verified, with the inspector 
at the primary election. 
As 
there 
will be no state wide primary this 
year, the latter method of filiqg re­ 
gistration 
applications 
cannot 
be 
used this year. 
The Beardsley 
law was 
enacted 
primarily for the purpose of remov­ 
ing all doubt as to whether women 
should have a full legal right to vote 
for the delegates to the constitution­ 
al convention.

The garden specialists of the U. 
S. department of agriculture 
divide 
vegetables into two clafcsen, “warm 
temperature’’ and 
“cold 
tempera­ 
ture” vegetables. 
When peach ahd 
plum trees are in blossom, they say, 
it is time to sow in the open ground 
such seeds as lettuce, radish, pars­ 
ley, beets, turnips, cabbage, carrots, 
peas and onions. The wrinkled peas 
should not be planted until later, as 
they are more liable to rot in eool 
ground than are the smooth 
varie­ 
ties. 
When the apple trees bloom,

squash. This is an an old but excel­ 
lent rule. 
The quickest crop to mature is the 
radish. Lettuce, turnips, peas, beets, 
and beans usually require from (i to 
9 weeks, com from 11 to Id weeks, 
and potatoes from Id to 16 weeks to 
mature. 
Lettuce is to the garden what the 
hay crop i* 
to the 
field—always 
needed, and gives some of the best 
returns. A rich sandy 
loam, 
with 
sufficient nitrate to stimulate leaf 
growth and intensify the chlorophyll 
or deep leaf color of the plant, and 
a sufficiency of soft water keep the 
crop crisp and fresh. 
Much the 
same plan is practiced with cabbage, 
except that it does not require so 
much water. 
Beans do not require 
very rich 
soil and it is safe to plant them on 
the very poorest patch. Snap beans 
may be grown in row* between the 
orchard trees.

soil, but docs not seem to de- 
the land of its productiveness*, 
.beans have been grown on the 
fields in California for many 
years. 
Cucumbers, squashes and melons 
require rich soil, and the cucumber 
jrofits by the application of fresh 
horse manure* Sheep 
manure 
will 
hurry plants along more rapidly than 
most chemical fertilizers. 
The specialists believe that if the 
general rinciples they have outlined 
are followed, it will be profitable for 
almost any one to plant 
his 
idle 
acres this season. They point 
out 
that even where the monetary value 
of the crops raised in the back-vard 
garden is not important, the garden­ 
er and his family must credit to the 
patch the health and enjoyment they 
gain from this outdoor 
occupation. 
They point out that from the com­ 
munity point of view it is the duty 
of every home owner to 
keep 
his 
place orderly 
and 
attractive. 
The 
most profitable way of getting rid of 
a patch of weeds in a hack yard is 
to cultivate it and plant it to some 
Valuable crop, the orderly character 
of which will add much to the come­ 
liness of the home grounds.

turies ago Pliny and Elder summed 
it up in a sentence of just six words:

wage a war on the high seas, had we 
heeded the advice of Senator Wat- 
son and his following! That was a 
decade ago but the merchant marine 
senators and congressmen foresaw 
just what is this day happening. Our 
rights are trampled under foot on the 
seas and we have been unable to up- 
hold them beause the whole world 
cnew that we were and still are la- 
mentably weak on naval strength. 


With a good merchant marine, the 


United States would not only have 
been many misguided .statesmen go- 
haul our own exports and .imports, 
but we would have many vessels at 
our command just now.~which could 
be converted into war ships and used 
to defend our rights. 


A big navy has ever been the need 


of the United States with its thous- 
ands upon thousands of miles 
of 


"oast line to defend, yet there have 
been many misguided staetsinen go- 
ing to congress who have been sung 
to sleep by the false songs of the pa- 
cifists. 
Our own former congress- 


man, 
Pinly Gray, was known as a 


"little navy" man and fought with all 
his power to keep down battleship 
building to the minimum and he and 
his colleagues were fairly success- 
ful. 
Congress has been discussing a 


navy that would be sceond to none 
since the European war began, but 
we are practically as helpless on the 
sea today as we were then. It is 
true that there is now a big navy 
building program, but we do not want 
vessels next year and 
two years 


hence, but now when war impends 
iTnd may be a possibility within two 
or three weeks. In fact, there are 
those who believe we are now in a 
state of war with Germany. 


Universal Service. 


A year .ago only a handful of peo- 


ple could be found who were in fa- 
vor of universal military 
service. 


Now J;he man who opposes such ser- 
vice conies from rural districts. But 
essentially a fair minded people when 
facts arc brought forcibly to 
their

ticularly independent of 
neighbor- 


hood support but such towns are the 
exception and not the rule. 


The logical way to 
secure anc 


hold the loyal support of the sur- 
rounding country is by extending a 
similar loyally and by .putting into 
practice a real community of inter- 
ests. 


The town that sees only the mon- 


ey to be goten out of the farmers is 
due to wake up some morning and 
jSnd that the farmer trade has beei: 
switched to some other point. 


What we must learn is that the 


trade of any-setcion of country wili 
go, first, to the center that ma'kes 
the best bid; and second, to the 
place that puts forth an effort, to 
make conditions pleasant for 
the 


traders. 


There are many ways in which a 


town can attract trade, and 
they 


are nil combined under one general 
requisite—that we make conditions 
profitable, pleasant and comfort able 
for our customers. 


Every town of 
any pretensions 


should have a place set apart as an 
assembly room, 
where 
customers 


'rout out of town 
can congregate, 


find shelter from the weather and 
warmth and comfort in winter. In 
fact, two such rooms should be pro- 
vided, one for women and the other 
for men, and should be fitted with 
modern conveniences. 
If the town 


is not able to maintain 
two such 


ro'oms, by'all means give preference 
;o the women, as the men can more 
easily shift for themselves. It 
is 


also a good plan to have these rooms 
supplied with newspapers and other

S. department of agriculture divide 
vegetables into two classes, "warm 
temperature" and 
"cold 
tempera- 


ture" vegetables. 
When peach' and 


plum trees are in blossom, they say, 
it is time to sow in the ope"n ground 
such seeds as lettuce, radish, pars- 
ley, beets, turnips, cabbage, carrots, 
peas and onions. The wrinkled peas 
should not be planted until later, as 
they are more liable to rot in cool 
ground than. are the smooth 
varie- 


ties. When the apple trees bloom, 
it is time to plant the 
heat-loving 


vegetables 
such 
as 
cucumbers, 


beans, sweet corn, 
pumpkin 
and 


squash. This is an an old but excel- 
lent rule.

The'quickest crop to mature is the 


radish, tettuce, turnips, peas, beets, 
and beans usually require from G to 
9 weeks, com from 11 to 13 weeks, 
and potatoes from 15 t6 10 weeks to 
mature.
